6. Claims 25-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Geannopoulos et al. (6,075,832). 

Geannopoulos et al discloses an apparatus comprising a delay line controller 
having a plurality of skew indicator signal inputs (output from the (40,30); a digital 
filter connected to each of the plurality of skew indicator signal inputs (1 00,1 50); 
and a control logic (200) for controlling the plurality of delay lines as a function of 
delay control signals The control logic includes a feedback control system 
See fig.2 and 3. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2-24 and 27-44 are allowed.
